The Germans invaded Norway 
under the British, French and American flags, 
and Germans within Norway betrayed Norway to 
the enemy.

Mr. Evans said that he was 
convinced that his client was 
telling the truth and that he 
would not have taken the case 
had he thought otherwise. 

"1 don't like the fact that he 
lied about it," said Crown 
Attorney Mathews. "However, 
there scerns to be no ulterior 
motive, and I think that it was 
purely a technical breach of the 
law."
